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THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS FOR MAY. 


Tue returns of our foreign trade for May, although not 
unsatisfactory, do not show the same marked signs of 
expansion as the returns for several preceding months ; 
but it must be remembered that although the Whitsuntide 
holidays fell in May last year, the totals of that month 
were decidedly heavy. Owing largely to the augmented 
arrivals of food-stuffs and raw textile materials, the 
month’s imports show an increase of £4,432,000, or 
145 per cent., making an increase for the five months of 
£19,194,000, or 12 per cent. In the exports for the month 
there is a moderate gain under all the more important 
heads, and the net result is a total increase in the exports 
of home produce of £1,060,000, or 54 per cent. On the 
other hand, the re-exports declined, and, as a result, the 
gain in the total exports only amounted to £644,000, or 
about 24 per cent. For the five months the gain in the 
total exports is £9,277,000, or it per cent., which results 
from a substantial improvement in all the leading branches 
of trade. The following are the more important figures

In articles imported for manufacture, copper shows a 
decrease this month, the arrivals of regulus and precipitate 
from the United States having been especially small. The 
arrivals of metal from ‘other countries” have also 
materially decreased. The receipts of tin and zinc have 
been smaller, but there is an increase in iron ore and lead. 
Amongst raw textile materials, a prominent feature is the 
great increase in the imports of jute, the total for the month 
being 206,928 tons, valued at £535,000, as compared with 
163,579 tons, valued at £284,000, in 1888. The imports 
of wool during the month have also been upon a large 
scale, but there is a decrease in flax, hemp, and silk. In 
other articles, wood again shows a large increase, but other- 
wise there is little feature.

Our imports of food-stuffs show a considerable increase 
this month, owing mainly to the large arrivals of sugar which 
have been attracted by the rise in prices. Of refined sugar 
the receipts have been large, especially from France and 
Germany. Raw sugar has also come to hand in large quant- 
ties from both beet and cane-producing countries, the only 
exception amongst the latter being Brazil. In cereals, wheat 
shows an increase, augmented supplies having come to 
hand from all the chief sources of supply, viz., the United 
States, Russia, and India. Flour shows a decrease, and the 
arrivals of barley have been much smaller. Amongst other 
articles, the arrivals of dead meat, butter, and butterine 
have been heavier. ‘The month’s imports of tea exhibit an 
increase, owing to augmented receipts of Indian produce.

a decrease. The expansion in our exports of textiles is slight. 
Owing mainly to the reduced demand for China and South 
America, the month’s exports of cotton piece goods exhibit a 
decline, and thereturnsfor othercotton goodsarealsounsatis- 
factory. Jute manufactures show a decided expansion. 


As regards the woollen trades, woollen fabrics exhibit a 
decrease of over 30 per cent., while worsted fabrics show 
a gain of 51 per cent., the net increase in the total 
value of the month’s exports, woollen manufactures being 
about 74 per cent. ‘These diverse movements are due, 
we believe, to changes in the classification of these goods. A 
satisfactory classification seems very difficult, and experts 
are greatly divided on the subject. Amongst other articles, 
coal exhibits a great increase, owing, of course, in a large 
measure to the strikes in Germany, which threw a special 
demand upon this market. Many other miscellaneous 
exports also compare favourably with last year. Indeed, 
the less satisfactory appearance of our exports as contrasted 
with those shown in previous months is wholly attributable 
tu the lack of expansion in one leading department—that 
for textiles.

A NEW DEPARTURE IN MARINE INSURANCE. 


Tue desirability of a modification of the ordinary terms of 
the “ running down” clause attached to policies on ships, 
with a view to the fuller protection of the shipowner, has 
for some time past been discussed at Lloyd’s, but, with 
characteristic enterprise, the Liverpool Marine Insurance 
Companies have been the first to take action in the matter. 
The Liverpool Underwriters’ Association has circulated a 
clause, agreed upon by the local offices, to be known as the 
Liverpool Full Collision Clause, and intended to supersede, 
or to afford an alternative to, the stipulations hitherto in 
general use. 
_ Collision liabilities have always formed a distinct sub- 
ject matter of insurance, and the running down clause has 
always been a special stipulation apart from the rest 
l of the policy. Moreover, whilst one portion of these lia- 
bilities has been assumed by the underwriters on ships as 
an accessory to the policy, the remainder has usually been 
covered, on a basis of mutuality, by shipowners’ protection 
associations. ‘The whole system has worn the appearance 
of a clumsy makeshift, without principle or uniformity, 
and its fertility as a source of confusion and uncertainty 
may be pater from the fact that no less than nine varie- 
ties of the running down clause have been in general or 
Occasional use. 
By section 54 of the 25th and 26th Vict., c. 63, known 
as the Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, the 
liability of the shipowner in respect of damages arising 
om a collision occurring without his actual fault or 
privity is limited to an aggregate amount not exceeding

£8 per ton of his defaulting vessel’s tonnage for loss or 
damage to property, or to £15 per ton for loss of life or 
a injury, whether alone or together with loss or 

mage to property. In addition, he is liable for interest 
from the date of collision to the time of payment, and for 
costs. ‘The privileges of the Act apply in favour of foreign 
as well as British ships in any waters whatever, irrespective 
of British jurisdiction, and section 55 expressly provides 
for the validity of insurance effected in respect of the 
liability so limited. 

The Liverpool Full Collision Clause is evidently framed 
with the intention of affording a complete indemnity to 
the shipowner for his collision liabilities outside the 
scope of the ordinary policy. It provides for loss or injury 
in respect of person, property, or freight, whether on board 
the vessel insured or not, consequent upon collision with 
any other vessel or floating substance or fixed or floating 
structure. It also covers liability for loss of, or injury to, 
any other vessel, or to any person, property, or freight on 
board of such other vessel, caused by improper navigation 
not resulting in actual contact with the vessel insured. It 
stipulates that the assured shall not be entitled to recover 
in respect of any excess beyond the amount for which he 
could limit his hability by proceedings instituted for that 
purpose, and it engages to pay the costs of proceedings 
taken by, or against, the assured respecting the risks 
covered by the clause, or for the purpose of limiting 
liability. It further agrees that the principles involved in 
the clause shall apply to the case where both vessels are the 
property in part or in whole of the same owner. The 
clause, although skilfully and comprehensively framed, is 
likely, in practice, to prove to be not devoid of ambiguities, 
and the interpretation of some of its phrases and provisions 
may not improbably give occasion for legal decisions. 

The proposed arrangement is no doubt a boon to the 
shipowner in so far as it will relieve him from the neces- 
sity of having recourse to mutual associations, and will 
afford him the advantage of having only one set of under- 
writers to deal with. it has already been recognised in 
the protecting associations that members whose vessels are 
engaged in the Indian and Colonial trades are prejudiced 
by having as co-associates the owners of Atlantic liners 
and others, the exempting clauses in whose contracts of 
affreightment are held to be void by the courts of the 
United States, where, moreover, no restriction of liability 
exists equivalent to our own statutory limits, and it is 
sufficiently obvious that if its incidence is to be equitable, 
the charge for insurance must be discriminatory. 

It may be questioned, however, whether the extension 
of their operations to this description of risk will, in the 
long run, prove advantageous to the insurance companies. 
In the first place, it is inevitable that they will, sooner or 
later, find a difficulty in' securing an additional premium 
corresponding to the additional risks assumed. The 
tendency in all such cases is for the surcharge to disappear 
under the pressure of competition and nominally to 
be included in the general premium, but, in fact, 
to cease to exist. Then, the salutary influence exer- 
cised over the individual shipowner by his co-associates 
as a check upon carelessness and upon exaggerated claims 
will be lost, and there is reason to believe that the class 
of extraneous claims is, from the operation of several 
causes, a somewhat rapidly growing one. In any case, it 
is doubtful whether any very accurate measure of the 
liability involved at present exists. It is understood that 
the claims on the protecting associations, where member- 
ship has been confined to the owners of high-class steamers 
engaged in regular trades, has ranged from 7d to 9d per 
register ton annually, which, having regard to the average 
value of such steamers, would represent an annual pre- 
mium of from 5s to 10s per cent. 

The fact must not be lost sight of, and the shi

that the new clause by no means covers the whole of 
the ground hitherto exclusively occupied by the protect- 
ing associations. For instance, it clearly does not afford 
indleennitty against the numerous class of claims arising 
from defective stowage consequent upon ert ence of the 
officers and crew, and the field of the sma e clubs 








is, of course, outside its range. On the whole, however, 
there is probably no department of commerce so effectually 
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the exports of rape and ‘linseed having been larger, 
while those of most other kinds fell off. Owing to the 
active demand for shipbuilding purposes, the exports of 
wood—mainly teak—were half as large again as in 1887-8 
and twice as large as in 1886-7 ; but the exports of hides 
declined materially. Indigo shows an increase, and shellac 
a considerable decrease. In food-stuffs the figures relating 
to the wheat trade are of most importance. For three 
years they are as follows :—

These figures disclose some important movements. 
They show that, although the year’s increase was mainly 
due to the augmented exports to the United Kingdom, 
larger quantities were also shipped to Belgium, France, 
and Egypt. On the other hand, the exports to Italy have 
fallen back to the low level of 1885-6, owing apparently to 
the fact that Indian wheat, which so largely superseded 
Russian wheat in 1886-7, was last year again displaced by 
the latter. Both classes of wheat possess qualities which 
especially suit them for the manufacture of maccaroni, 
&e., and the use of one or the other evidently depends 
upon their relative cheapness. ‘The exports of flour were 
almost stationary last year. As regards rice—the other 
great staple food product—the exports fell off heavily, 
as the following figures show :

The exports to all countries show an increase, but apart 
from Australasia, there is little Indian tea that does not 
come to the United Kingdom.

The total exports increased last year in quantity by 
15,456,000 lbs, or 134 per cent., while in the value there 
was a gain of £847,000, or over 27 percent.

THE PROGRESS OF BRITISH MERCHANT SHIPPING. 


Tue Board of Trade has just issued its usual return, show- 
ing the progress of the British mercantile marine as com- 
pared with other countries. According to this, the total 
tonnage in 1888 of the merchant shipping of the British 
Empire amounted to 9,209,883 tons, as against 9,185,512 
tons in 1887, a gain of 74,371 tons, or rather less than one 
percent. ‘The tonnage of the United Kingdom by itself 
amounted to 7,427,753 tons, as compared with 7,296,291 
tons in 1887, showing an increase of 131,462 tons, or nearly 
2 per cent., so that there has evidently been a slight 
decrease—viz., 57,091 tons—in the merchant shipping 
belonging to the British colonies and possessions. Dis- 
tinguishing betwcen sail and steam tonnage, the above 
figures compare as follows :—

These figures show that the displacement of sail by steam 
tonnage made further decided progress last year. The sail 
tonnage of the United Kingdom fell off by 131,655 tons, 
or over 4 per cent:, whereas the steam tonnage increased 
by 263,117 tons, or no less than 64 per cent. The figures 
for the colonies show that the decrease has been entirely in 
sailing vessels. 

As regards the growth in the British mercantile. marine 
compared with that which took place in the marine of other 
countries, the latest available figures are not, unfortunately, 
for 1888, but for 1887. Nevertheless, it will be well to 
give for that year the total tonnage of the merchant navy 
of the British Empire and of the United Kingdom, as 
compared with the principal maritime countries of Europe 
and the United States :

ingdom amounted to about 3 per cent., which is exactly 
the same as that shown by all other countries lumped 
together, the gross increase bzing 120,000 tons and 61,000 
tons. respectively. As we have said, the figures are not 
bebught down later than 1887 for the Continent ; but if 
they ¢omprised 1888, it is most probable that the United 
Kingdom would show by far the largest increase as com- 
pared with 1887.

Kingdom, France, Germany, and the United States 
carried a larger proportion of their foreign trade in their

in the carrying of their own foreign trade. 

The figures relating to the use of labour on board ship 
do not show any special feature. In 1888, the total 
number of men employed in the British mercantile marine 
(including masters) amounted to 223,673, the proportion 
of men employed per 100 tons of shipping being 3°04. 
Excluding masters, the proportion is 2°80, which compares 
with 2°84 in 1887, arid 2°86 in 1886. Further economies 
in the use of labour continue, therefore, to be effected. 
As regards the proportion of British and foreign seamen 
employed, it is impossible to make any comparison, owing 
to the fact that this year the figures for the first time are 
inclusive of masters.

SUGAR STATISTICS. 


Tue Board of Trade have chosen a very opportune time for 
the publication of a series of statistical tables, in continua- 
tion of returns issued in 1884, 1887, and 1888, showing the 
progress of the sugar trade in respect of production, con- 
sumption, and the employment of labour. Although the 
Government have been striving to put off the evil day, 
they cannot long postpone the discussion of the Bill they 
have introduced to give effect to the Sugar Convention ; 
and the detailed information as to the position and progress 
of the sugar industry will enable Parliament to enter upon 
the debate with an adequate knowledge of the facts. The 
tables are prefaced by a report from the pen of 
Mr Giffen, who has very properly refrained from 
any expression of his own opmions on the subject, 
but has confined himself to an exposition of the various sets 
ot statistics, showing what is their trae meaning, and what 
bearing they have one upon another. The report is 
admirably lucid and impartial, and we cannot do better 
than reproduce its concluding passages, in which Mr Giffen 
himself summarises the principal facts which a study of the 
statistics discloses. Of special significance are the statistics 
as to the growth in the production of cane sugar, which 
show that there is no foundation for the assertion that the 
production of cane sugar has been killed off by the competi- 
tion of the bounty-fed supplies of beet sugar. Mr Giffen’s 
summary is as follows :— 


The principal facts stated in the foregoing report may be sum- 
marised as follows :— 


1. The increase of the production of sugar, which was noticed 
as so remarkable in the report of 1884, has been even more 
remarkable since. It was stated in 1884 that in 1853, or there- 
abouts, the total sugar production recorded, according to the 
circular of Messrs Rueb and Ledeboer, was only 1,400,000 tons ; 
in 1878, which was just before the Sugar Bounties’ Committee in 
1879-80, the total was just over 3,000,000 tons; and in 1882, the 
last year dealt with in the report of 1884, it was 3,800,000 tons. 
The increase to 1878 was 110 per cent. in 25 years, and in the 
following years from 1878 to 1882 the increase was about 26 per 
cent. Now it has to be added that since 1882 there has been an 
increase to 5,500,000 tons in the last complete year, or, making 
certain corrections, to 5,200,000 tons, the amount being now nearly 
four times the total in 1853, when the statistics begin, 


2. The increase in production has been in a'l descriptions of 
sugar, but principally in beet sugar. which, from being an incon- 
siderable part of the total production, has come to be nearly equal 
in importance to cane. While in 1853 the production was over 
1,200,000 tons cane to rather less than 200,000 tons beet, the pro- 
duction of beet on the average of 1886-7 was 2,430,000 tons out of 
an average total of nearly 5,200,000 tons, while the production of 
cane was 2,750,000 tons. The production of beet has thus 
increased about 12 times, while cane sugar has little more than 
doubled, the result being that the two sources of supply are now 
nearly level with each other. 


3. In the last few years the growth has not been so large in beet 
in proportion to the increase in cane sugar as it was before 1882. 
The increase in beet between 1880-2 and 1886-7 was 787,000 tons, 
and in cane, making the correction referred to, it was 586,000 tons. 
Still the percentage increase in beet in this period is more than in 
cane. 

4. British cane sugar has participated in the increase of cane 
sugar generally, the comparative figures of Messrs Rueb and 
Ledeboer, which omit one or two possessions, showing a total of 
261,000 tons in 1853-5, and 531,000 tons in 1886-7—an increase of 
about 100 per cent. In the more recent period, viz., between 
1880-2 and 1886-7 the increase is from 419,000 to 531,000, or about 
25 per cent. This latest experience as regards British cane sugar 
is different from the experience for some years befere 1880-2, in 
which British cane sugar maintained its proportion to the total pro- 
duction, the increaseinthe proportion of beet in that period being at 
the expense of foreign cane. This period was from about 1868-70 
to 1883-5, during which British cane sugar increased steadily 
from 300,000 to 558,000 tons, maintaining a steady proportion of 
12 per cent. to the total production, while the proportion of beet 
in the total increased from 34 to 49 per cent., and that of foreign 
cane declined from 54 to 39 per cent.; but the latest experience, 





as already stated, is different. In 1886-7 the proportion of British 
cane sugar has declined to 11 per cent, while beet has also 
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fallen back a little, and the proportion of foreign cane has 
recovered a little. 


5. The principal increase in beet since 1882 has been in Ger- 
many. In the season 1881-2 German production was about 
600,000 tons only, now nearly 1,000,000 tons. There is, however, 
a general increase, and a specially noteworthy increase in the 
case of Russia and Poland, from about 260,000 tons in 1881-2 to 
about 500,000 tons at the latest date to which the Tables are 
brought down. 


6. The countries of the world which are the chief consumers of 
sugar are, first of all, the United States, which takes 1,500,000 
tons, or 29 per cent. of the total ; next, the United Kingdom, which 
takes 1,100,000 tons (rather more at the very latest date, but the 
present figures are taken a year or two back for comparison) or 21 
per cent., these two countries together taking almost exactly half 
the total. The European countries altogether take 1,900,000 tons, 
or 36 per cent. ; and the rest of the world takes about 700,000 tons, 
or 14 per cent. ; Australasia, which increases its consumption 
rapidly, counting for 110,000 tons, or 2 per cent. 


7. The increase in the case of each of the United States and the 
United Kingdom has been from about 400,000 tons to the present 
figures, the rest of the world having increased from about 600,000 
tons to the present figures. The increase in consumption has thus 
been quite general, and although the United States and United 
Kingdom are conspicuous for the amoun's they take, the rest of the 
wo:ld, including Europe, makes an equally important total. 


8. The sources of supply of these different consumers have 
undergone some changes. The increase of the production of beet 
has been largely for home consumption, and cannot have displaced 
cane sugar to any large extent, as the total consumption of cane 
sugar on the Continent cannot have exceeded 400,000 tons in 1853-5, 
whereas the continental consumption of sugar, as already stated, is 
now 1,900,000 tons. A certain proportion of the beet sugar, now 
about 700,000 tons in all annually, has, however, overflowed from 
the chief producing countries of the Continent into the United 
Kingdom, partially displacing cane sugar there, and has also over- 
flowed into the United States, and there are interesting special 
changes in the sources of supply to different markets to notice. 


9. Thus, raw cane sugar, which was supplied to the United 
Kingdom in 1877-8 to the extent of 12,550,000 cwts, or nearly 
630,000 tons, had increased to 13,241,000 cwts, or 662,000 tons in 
1882-3, but has since declined to 9,877,000 cwts, or 494,000 tons. 
Raw cane sugar from British possessions in particular has fallen 
from 5,450,000 cwts, or 272,000 tons in 1877-8 to 3,292,000 cwts 
or 165,000 tons in 1886-8. At thesame time the supply of beet 
sugar, both raw and refined, to the United Kingdom, increased 
greatly, more than making up for the displacement of raw cane 
sugar, The total figures are: imports from beet countries in 
1877-8 about 6,362,000 cwts, or 318,000 tons; and in 1886-8 the 
corresponding figures are 13,455,000 cwts, or 673,000 tons. This 
increase from beet countries is about 355,000 tons, of which 
258,000 tons is an absolute increase of our imports altogether, and 
107,000 tons represent a displacement of cane. There has also 
been some displacement of refined cane sugar. 

10. These figures do not show, of course, a diminution of the 
production of cane sugar, whether British or foreign, which, as 
already noticed, has increased, but they show a change of market. 
The supplies thus displaced, along with a large increase of cane 
erg generally, have been largely absorbed in the United 

tates, whose imports, mainly of cane, have risen from about 
200,000 tons in 1863-5 to 243,000 tons in 1863-5, to 700,000 
tons in 1873-5, to 1,130,000 tons in 1883-5, and to 1,400,000 tons in 
1887. The principal countries which supply the United States 
are, in the order named, Cuba, British West Indies, and Brazil, 
from all which countries there is a great increase in recent years. 
Of late also there has been a largely increased import into the 
United States from the Sandwich Islands, and in the last four 
years the imports from the European countries (beet sugar) have 
risen from a nominal figure only to nearly 100,000 tons. 

11. A notable difference is observable in the movements of the 
exports of sugar from and to France, as compared with the United 
Kingdom since the passage of the French Sugar Law in 1884 
Imports of beet sugar into France have ceased ; imports of French 
Colonial, specially West India sugar, have increased ; and, on the 
other hand, imports of French West India sugar into the United 
States have diminished, the very opposite thus happening to French 
West India sugar, as regards France and the United States, to 
what has happened to British West India sugar as regards 
England and the United States. 

12. The detailed facts as to the home consumption of the United 
Kingdom, besides the amount and increase of consumption already 
noticed, are that, at the reduced prices, the consumption of sugar 
at the present time (1888) represents a total value (wholesale) of 
about £16,500,000, or more than one-third the estimated value 
(wholesale) of the wheat consumption, and that this consumption 
represents an average of about 73 lbs per head of the people of the 
United Kingdom, cabject, however, to the very important qualifica- 
tion that these consumption figures include sugar used in manu- 
facturing biscuits, confectionery, mineral waters, beer, and other 
articles, which are themselves exported, so that the sugar is not 
all finally consumed by the people of the United Kingdom. The 
final consumption of the people of the United Kingdom must be 
very large, but it is not the same thing as the consumption which 
is referred to in the above figure of 73 lbs per head. 

13. Thereduction in the price of sugar in the period covered by the 
tableshasbeen very great—in raw sugar froman average price,includ- 
ing duty, of 42s 4d per cwt in 1855-9 to an average price of 13s 5d 
in 1888, and in refined sugar from an average price, with duty, of 








eee, 


57s per cwt in 1855-9 to an average price in 1888 of 17s 6d. Miachy 
of the reduction of price has taken place since 1874, when the duty: 
was abolished, and half the total reduction of price to the con: 
sumer in the period may be considered to arise from the abolition 
of the duty, and half from other causes connected with the supply 
and demand of the article itself. The net effect is that the people: 
of the United Kingdom pay only about £16,500,000 for the large: 
amount of sugar they now consume annually, whereas seven or 
eight years ago they paid from £20,000,000 to £24,000,000 for about, 
25 per cent. less quantity, and even the 8,000,000 cwts, which was: 
all the consumption 35 years ago, cost, inclusive of duty, as much 
as thrice that quantity, which is the present consumption, now: 
does. All this is, of course, subject to the qualification, stated in 
the preceding paragraph, that the consumption in question is not 
all the final consumption of the people of the United Kingdom ; 
but in another way the fall of price, being the fall in a raw material : 
used in manufacturing, must be assumed to have stimulated the. 
industries in which the fall has occurred. ; 


14. The annual amount of sugar refined in the United Kingdom, 
on the basis of last year’s figures, may be put at 740,000 tonsa, 
employing 4,260 men, or thereabouts, in the refineries, which are 
twenty-six in number. This is exclusive of subsidiary and depen- 
dent industries. The capital fixed and floating employed by the 
refiners, on the basis of an estimate for the district of Greenock 
only, may be put at £4,250,000, of which £2,700,000 is fixed. The 
whole margin between the raw and refined article, ca!culated 
upon the difference between the average import price of the raw 
article and the average import price ot the refined, cannot be put 
at more than 2s 9d per cwt, which would be equal to about 
£2,000,000 on the whole amount refined in. the United Kingdom ; 
and this is believed to be an excessive estimate, the margin ina 
great deal of the refining being probably much less. These figures 
show the actual magnitude of the refining business at the present 
time. 

15. The business of late years has also been a declining one. The 
quantity refined in 1880-1 was estimated on a similar basis to the 
present at 700,000 tons, employing about 4,450 men in the 
refineries. In 1884 these totals had increased to 816,000 tons and 
5,200 men, from which there has been a decline to the present 
figures amounting to about 10 per cent. in the quantity refined 
and 20 per cent. in the estimated numbers employed in the 
refineries. The greater decline in the numbers empioyed as com- 
pared with the decline in the out-turn of refined sugar is ascribed 
to changes in the character of the retining processes, which require 
fewer men than the older processes. The business, it is noted, is 
becoming of a. more varied character. 


16. The above figures are to some extent based on estimates of 
a confidential character supplied to the Board of Trade, but as far 
as the decline in the out-turn of the refineries is coicerned they 
are fully confirmed by the decline in the imports of raw sugar, and 
increase in the imports of refined sugar in recent years, coupled 
with a decline in the exports of British refined sugar. The decline 
in the imports of raw sugar in the five years 1884-8 is 80,000 tons, 
even a larger decrease having occurred in the interval; the 
increase in the imports of refined sugar is from an average of 
150,000 tons about 1884 to 335,000 tons in 1887-8 ; and the decline 
in the exports of British refined is trom about 60,000 tons about 
1884 to 37,000 tons on the average in the last three years. The [ff 
principal increase in the imports of refined sugar in the last few }} 
years is from Germany, a new import from the United States two 
or three years ago having ceased. Various ¢etails are given in 
the report as to the increase of foreign retining business. 

17. In 1884 it was noted that the fall in sugar at that time was 
not greater than in the case of other staple articles, such as tea, 
wheat, cotton, wool, &c. Since 1834 there is no doubt there has 
been a special decline in sugar. In 1884 the decline in refined 
sugar from the 1861 standard was about 174 per cent., and in raw 
sugar 93 per cent., the decline in the other articles referred to 
ranging from about 15 to 38 per cent.; but refined sugar now 
shows a decline of about 55 pec cent. from the 1861 standard, and 
raw sugar 48 per cent., while the decline in other articles ranges 
from 27 to 42 per cent. only, and is as high as 50 per cent. in the 
case of one article only. A great rise in the price of sugar is in 
progress as this Report is being written From a price of just 
under 14s per cwt in the bezinning of 1889 for raw beet, the price 
has already (24th May) advanced to 22s 9d per cwt, a rise of over | 
60 per cent. 


18. With regard to the bounties given by foreign Governments, 
an explanation is given of the way in which they arise under a | 
system of import and excise duties with drawbacks on export. }} . 

he duties being levied on an assumed yield of sugar from a 
certain quantity of raw material in the form of roots or juice, and 
the like, or on an assumed yield of retined sugar from a given 
quantity of raw sugar, and the actual yields being more than the 
assumed yields, the result is a certa‘n surplus of sugar which 
escapes duty, and on which, when exported, a drawback is given 
as if it had paid duty.

The essential point in all these calculations 
is the amount of surplus sugar created and the duty which it 
escapes, whatever may be the calculations as to the amount of the 
bounty ensuing and the way in which a rate of bounty is to be 
shown. 


20. The increase of the exports from the chief bounty-giving 
countries has already been indicated generally in the above facts 
as to production, the main point being that while over the whole 
period reviewed beet production has grown far more than cane, 
yet cane has itself grown largely, and in the most recent years the 
growth in cane sugar has still been very considerable. The growth 
of production and exports in beet countries in the most recent 
years has not been in proportion to the bounties apparently given 
at the present moment, but it is not saggested that the increase of 
production, which may not be due to bounties, is altogether due 
to natural causes. Other protectionist measures, it is noticed, such 
as the levying of import duties without corresponding excise 
duties, may have contributed to the ircrease. 





TRADE NOTES. 


The Development of British Trade with Servia.—Com- 
menting upon schemes that have been suggested for the 
formation of a British company to trade with Southern 
Servia, Mr Vice-Consul Macdonald, in a report to the 
Foreign Office, expresses very strongly the opinion that the 
time has not yet come for the inauguration of any such 
enterprise. The first steps to be taken will, he says, “have 
to be of the nature of missionary enterprise, where the 
turning of people from old habits and their conversion to 
new ideas must be attempted at the expense of much labour 
and self-denial.” And even ‘‘ when the ground is cleared, 
and the knowledge and taste for British manufacture is 
established, a great increase both in the numbers and 
wealth of the population must take place before trade can 
assume proportions of any magnitude.” Still, although 
Mr Macdonald thinks it necessary to check all sudden and 
ill-caleulated schemes of enterprise in a field where caution 
and a knowledge of local conditions will be essential to 
whatever success the future may have in store, he is of 
opinion that there is a good deal that may now be done. 


“The present is the moment for those who are ready to give 
personal supervision, and who will content themselves with work- 
ing patiently, and on a modest scale, to secure a footing against 
the good time to come. Foreign capital may meanwhile find 
profitable employment in aiding to develop the rich natural 
resources of the country, such as vines and minerals, upon the 
future of which the purchasing power of Servia will most largely 
depend. There is no scope yet for the employment of large 
capitals in any purely commercial undertakings. Certain British 
merchandise, such as Bradford goods, may be introduced, as far 
as Nisch, 15 per cent. cheaper than the selling price of 
similar Austrian goods. The cost of freight, customs, and 
incidental charges must be reckoned at 13 per cent. in the case of 
business houses at Salonica, whose agents thoroughly know the 
ogee, and who are not likely to suffer loss from ignorance 
of the language or from want of knowledge of customs 
regulations and the manners of customs officers. The nearer 
the Turkish frontier the cheaper, naturally, can the article 
be sold, and I am informed that shopkeepers at Vrania are 

repared to give orders on a Salonica agency, and that 
opes are also entertained of introducing Bradford goods into 
Nisch, though the greatest caution will have to be exercised in the 
latter case to avoid breaking with the Austrian firms, who would 
withdraw their credit on discovering any infringement of their 
monopoly. It remains to be proved whether a sufficient 
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in has been allowed to admit of reductions on 
British article to meet the lowering of their prices by Pad 
sellers.” 


The Servians, he goes on to say, 


“ Are becoming desirous of extending their trade to the British and 
French market. Many Servians have come forward, and are per. 
sonally exerting themselves to establish direct commercial relations 
with some of the largest firms in England and Scotland, and declare 
their conviction that their countrymen have only to be made 
acquainted with the superior quality of British goods in order to 
become habitual customers, T e result of their efforts has, it must 
be owned, been so far disappointing, as they have met with but 
little encouragement from our people, at whose hands this move. 
ment in their favour has received a decided check. It is of the 
first importance that the attention of the British manufacturers 
should be called to the nature of the opportunity they are 
throwing away, and to the suicidal effect of what apppears 
to be an ill-timed and unnecessary display of caution. Owin 
to the absence of ready money, and to the slowness wit 
which capital is turned in Servia, the allowance of credit for goods 
supplied has become a fixed commercial habit. A hard and fast 
application of rules for payment for an order in advance is so 
contrary to all accepted ideas in Servia, that a rigid adherence 
thereto will render trade with England impossible. The Germans, 
whoare striving with all their power to push commercial relations 
with Servia, give from three to four months’ credit, and I have 
been assured that as much as six months have been allowed in 
certain cases. The Austrians are generous to the last degree in 
trying to hold their own. The fact that ready-money transactions 
are declined by Servian importers is no indication of insolvency or 
want of intention to meet their liabilities, but thecredit system gives 
them such self-evident eon that they will naturally prefer 
those suitors who bring it a willing offering in their ves 
I have been reliably informed that no serious cases of loss have 
resulted from credit being given, save where the choice of the 
agent was a bad one, and such a risk may be easily avoided by 
previous reference to Mr Radulovitch, the Director of Commercial 
Information Oftice, recently established at Belgrade, for the pur- 
pose of assisting importers, from whom information as to the 
character and standing of the proposed agent could be obtained.” 


Mr Macdonald further suggests that British manufacturers 
might direct their attention to supplying Servia with bed- 
steads, cutlery, locks, and building and mining tools, and 
endorses the recommendation of an agent for a large British 
firm in favour of— 


“The establishment of a general British import agency, where 
samples and means of advertising could be organised, a process by 
which it is considered that more good would be obtained than by 
the occasional visits of commercial travellers, who are accused of 
having done more harm than good to our commerce. This agency 
would have for its first object the convincing Servians of the 
superior durability, practical utility and real cheapness of British 
goods; it would have many difficulties to encounter, but would, my 
informant is convinced, ultimately get the better of German manu- 
factures, which are turned out at the same prices as ours, but which 
pay a higher transport freight to Servia than the British articles 
coming by sea. The cheapness of the sea route would especially 
benefit British trade in big orders.” 





The Lower Danube as a Route for Indian Produce.— 
On this subject Mr Macdonald writes :— 


The extremely high prices paid in Servia for all articles coming 
under the head of colonial produce, and notably coffee, which costs 
over 2s a lb, induces me to suggest a change which might not 
impossibly be effected in the route at present adopted by importers 
into Servia. During the last two years £52,28) worth of colonial 
produce was imported from Great Britain, the greater part of 
which had borne the double burden of the voyage from the country 
of production to England, and thence to Servia. With respect to 
so much of these goods as comes from India and the East, it is 
evident that they could be sold at a much lower price if sent direct 
to Servia from, say, some of the Egyptian ports by Sulina and the 
Danube. In the event of the blowing up of the rocks at the Iron 
Gates and the securing of a 6 ft minimum depth of water, as is, 
it is said, in contemplation, this route would certainly claim the 
careful attention of our merchants for goods of many descriptions; 
but, even under pum conditions, more may, perhaps, be done 
than appears to have been yet attempted. In seasons of drought 
the water at the Iron Gates fall as low as three feet, but there are 
rarely found to be less than six feet at the shoals of Tchernavoda, 
whilst in spring and autumn vessels of 1,200 tons can generally 
ascend the Danube as far as Radujevatz. The extra freight 
from Braila to Radujevatz may, I am informed by Mr Vec- 
queray, Her Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Sulina, be reckoned a8 
averaging from 3s to 5s per ton. Transhipment into the 
vessels or lighters of the Austrian Steam Navigation Com- 
any is, owing to the absence of competition, very costly. 
The charge for a whole lighter is 20 ton, including 
insurance, and 30f per ton for part of a lighter. The capacities 
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of these lighters vary from 200 to 300 tons, the construction of 

r ones of 500 tons being contemplated. In the event of any 
considerable future sossinpevans of trade with the Lower Danube 
States, including Servia, the formation of a Steam Lighter Com- 
pany to compete with the Austrians would be a necessity ; and I 
am informed, on the highest authority, viz., that of Sir Charles 
Hartley, that the velocity of the Danube up to the Iron Gates, 
which rarely exceeds four miles an hour, would offer no serious 


impediment to the carrying out of such a project, whereby an 
easy means of communication between Servia and the East would 
be established. 


The Packing of Goods for the Chinese Markets.—‘ A 
few years ago,” writes Mr Acting Consul Bullock, in his 
report on the trade of Tientsin, “the Chamber of Com- 
merce at an important town in England forwarded to H.M. 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs an extract from a 
paragraph in the Times. 'The extract was founded upon a 
report made by the French Consul at Hamburg of certain 
steps taken by a German officer to familiarise makers and 
exporters with the quality, shape, dimensions, and mode 
of packing goods destined for the Chinese market. It was 
stated that native buyers are very particular as to whether 
a piece of goods is done up in blue or red paper, and as to 
whether it is fastened with a white or black string, while 
the slightest variation in the mode of packing excites sus- 
picion. ‘The Chamber of Commerce was of opinion that 
such information as the extract referred to would be of 
value to the trade in England. It is evident that the 
Chamber of Commerce, as well as the German Consul who 
sent home the information, was under a misapprehension 
as to the importance of using special methods, or employ- 
ing materials of a particular colour in packing goods for 
export to the East. A Chinese who has learnt to appre- 
ciate any particular brand of goods, and desires to continue 
to purchase the same, will very possibly not be content to 
identify them by the marks alone, but will carefully seru- 
tinise the strings and wrappers as additional means of 
recognition, and if he sees anything strange in these he 
will, perhaps, be suspicious that an attempt is being 
made to palm off upon him a spurious imitation. A 
manufacturer, therefore, whose goods have become popular 
might be ill-advised to make changes in any of these 
apparently trifling points. Or, if anyone were trying to 
imitate exactly the produce of another’s looms in order to 
deceive the Chinese purchaser as to the true origin of his 
wares, in such a case he would need carefully to preserve 
the resemblance even in the minutest of the accessory 
details. Buta Chinese has no superstitious fondness for 
blue or green paper, or red or yellow tape, and, unless he 
be looking for a special brand, will not care what be sees on 
the outside of the goods which he inspects. The dimensions 
into which piece-goods should be woven is a matter of a 
very different character. In the first place, on account of 
the manner in which the Chinese import tariff is framed, if 
certain widths and lengths be woven, the duty charges will 
be less in proportion to the size of the piece than would 
otherwise be possible. Secondly, pieces of certain widths 
are preferred by the Chinese purchaser, because they allow 
the garments which he will make from them to be cut out 
with the least waste. ‘This, of course, varies with different 
stuffs and in different parts of the empire, but for informa- 
tion on such matters the manufacturer or exporter in 
England will do best to apply to his correspondents in China 
to whom his goods are consigned. ‘There are in reality 
only two markets in China for piece-goods—Hong Kong 
and Shanghai—which act as distributing centres for all 
the other ports. A British merchant at these places engaged 
in the trade, and in daily communication with Chinese 
dealers, cannot help being perfectly conversant with all 
‘Such details, and it will be in his interest to impart them 
to those in England with whom he has business relations. 

e has every guarantee for the accuracy of what he writes, 
and his advice will be infinitely more trustworthy than 
anything which a Consul can furnish, however carefully 


the latter may endeavour to check and test the truth of his 
reports.” 


The United States Tariff for Worsted Cloths —We take 
the following from the New York Commercial Bulletin :— 
“Secretary Windom has affirmed Collector Erhardt’s 
decision in assessing certain worsted cloths at the rate of 
duty imposed on woollen cloths of corresponding value. 
| The opinion which accompanies the Secretary’s decision is 














a long one, but very much what might have been expected 
in tone and argument. He starts out by referring to the 
examination of the goods by a chemist at New York, by 
whom they were found to be composed wholly of wool 
fibres, then cites the report of the Assistant Appraiser that 
the cloths were all of wool, and finally refers to the action 
of the recent conference of local appraisers in recommend- 
ing that worsted suitings, &c., should be classified as 
woollens. ‘he Secretary reviews the sense of the word 
worsted in the Tariff Act, and considers previous depart- 
ment constructions of the word in the cases of kindred 
appeals He quotes the two paragraphs of the Act, vega f 
362 and 363, and says that if 362 stood alone there would 
be no dispute that worsted goods were dutiable there- 
under, and especially under the provision for manufactures 
of wool of every description, worsted being a manufactured 
fabric or raw material of wool. Mr Windom says there 
is nothing in paragraph 363 which exempts these 
cloths from the provisions of the preceding para- 
graph, ‘there being,’ he says, ‘an especial enumeration 
or provision in the Tariff Act, to wit, woollen goods, under 
which these goods may be classified, it follows that 
paragraph 363 has no application to them, because it 
includes only such manufactures of worsted as are not 
specially mentioned or provided for.’ ‘There is certainly 
room for very serious contention, says the Secretary, that 
the goods in question should be classified under paragraph 
362 as well as 363, and in such cases it would seem to be 
the duty of the revenue officers to impose a higher rate. 
In conclusion, the Secretary says that in the construction 
of tariff laws where there is a doubt as to the classification 
arising from the employment of ambiguous terms, regard 
should be had also to the general clause or policy which 
underlies their enactment, which seeks to graduate the 
rate of duty according to the cost or expense involved in 
the production of the articles to which it relates, and 
especially according to the labour, skilled or unskilled, 
which may be required for their manufacture. From the 
data before the Secretary, it appeared to him that the cost 
of the machinery and labour required for the manufacture 
of these coatings and suitings are greater than that 
required for the manufacture of cassimeres and other 
woollen cloths which are used for the same purpose, and yet 
if duty is assessed under paragraph 363, they will be made 
to pay a rate of duty in many cases 30 per cent. less than 
cassimeres and other woollen cloths costing in the foreign 
market the same price. ‘It is not to be presumed,’ added 
the Secretary, ‘that Congress intended so great a depar- 
ture from the general plan of the statute.’ ” 





The Foreign Trade of Germany.—The official returns 
of the foreign trade of Germany for the first four months 
of the current year show, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of last year, an increase in the imports 


(especially of cereals), ana a decrease in the exports. The 
detailed figures are :

| The Foreign Trade of Turkey.—The following statistics 
as to the foreign trade of Turkey are from a report by Mr 
Consul Wrench :—“ According to the returns but recently 
published by the Imperial Custom House, the entire com- 
merce of Turkey attained in 1886-7 the figure of 
£29,830,000 sterling, of which sum £11,345,000 came 
under the head of exports and £18,485,000 under that of 
imports. In 1887-8 the general total was only £28,030,000, 
made up of £10,080,000 for exports and £17,950,000 for 
imports. These figures do not show improvement on the 
business done in 1884-5 and 1885-6, which amounted to 
£29,589,000 and £28,389,000 respectively. It will be 
noticed that while the import trade during the past years 
sustained a loss equal to about £500,000 sterling, there 
was a falling-off in the exports of last year, as compared 
with those ot 1886-7, of more than £1,250,000 sterling. 
The decrease is attributed partly to a deficit in last year’s 
harvests and partly to a fall in prices. The distribution 
of foreign trade during the two years under notice is given 
in the following table. The countries appearing in the 
first column are those from whose ports goods are received, 
or to whose ports goods are sent, and are consequently not 
necessarily those of production or of consumption :— 











British Goods in Spain.—Writing from Gijon, Mr 
Vice-Consul Penlington notes a slight increase in the 
British imports at that port in 1888, but adds :—‘‘It is 
necessary to point out that the small improvement in 1888 
favourably affected our ironworks and machinery only, 
leaving us far, far behind our competitors in other branches 
of commerce, such as textiles, glass, steel, iron, drugs, chemi- 
cals,cutlery, tools, ironmongery,raw materials, &c., in which 
we ought to compete successfully. I regret to observe that 
the slight improvement mentioned cannot be found in any 
renewed effort of our manufacturers to increase their trade 
in these provinces ; on the contrary, the apathy shown is 
really inexplicable, and our travellers are still conspicuous 
by their absence. We appear to expect orders to be sent, 
instead of seeking them, and thus leave competitors in 
undisputed possession of the market, where they form an 
endless chain continually running to meet the daily wants 
of customers, with the natural results that always 
follows activity, and a thorough knowledge of the 
wants of the district through which they pass. Our 
imports for 1888 would have fallen to a very low 
figure had not the Gijon Town Council insisted 
upon the piping and accessories for supplying this port 
with water to be of Glasgow make, and if the Government 
Gun Factory at Trubia had not sent us direct an order for 
machinery and an 80-ton crane. It may be safely asserted 
that very few, if any, British manufacturers know the kind 
of picks, shovels, and other tools used in the iron, coal, 
and copper mines in the provinces of Asturias and Leon : 
it is doubtful if they are aware of the large quantities 
of all these sent in from Germany, from whence comes 
the steel used in the above and other large native 
industries, otherwise it cannot be explained why we so 
completely abandon these profitable outlets ‘for cur 
products when we can compete successfully, and can 
always obtain a preference on equal terms with our rivals, 
who do not fail to explain our absence in a sense preju- 


| dicial to our interests, and as a proof of the low quota- 


tions they make. On previous occasions I drew attention 
to the German system of doing business in these pro- 
vinces, where they have, in addition to the numerous com- 
mis-voyageurs, a commercial representative. who is in con- 
stant communication with the principal manufacturers 
and thus knows the requirements of these markets. 
Oar British manufacturers may urge that competent com- 
mercial travellers are very expensive, and handicap the 
articles to a heavy extent, preventing our penetrating into 
new markets. While agreeing in part to this assertion. | 
would point again to the advisability of British Chambers 
of Commerce naming a commercial agent in every port and 
province, who would be required to report daily all con- 
tracts, wants, and requirements, with prices, plans 
specifications, and samples of everything required within

Venezuela.—Reporting on the trade of Ciudad Bolivar 
for the year 1888, Mr Acting Vice-Consul de Lemos writes : 
— ‘In a few manufactured articles Germany appears to 
compete more strongly with English producers than before, 
as, for instance, in eutlasses, penknives, and scissors. On 
the other hand, English manufacturers seem to gain ground 
again in other articles. German, French and American 
cotton prints, although still imported to a limited extent, 
cannot hold their own against Manchester goods, and 
Dundee linen competes successfully with German goods in 
this market. Grey and white shirtings come exclusively 
from England, also most woollen fabrics, with the excep- 
tion of tweeds and worsted goods, which continue to be 
imported from Germany and France. All pottery and 
chinaware is of German make, and on inquiry | find that 
the reason for this preference is that the English goods 
weigh much heavier, and consequently have to pay a pro 
portionately higher duty. Moreover, the German designs 
and patterns are preferred to English, which an experien 
merchant here qualified as ‘antiquated.’ Mining machinery 
continues to be introduced both from the United States 
and from England. Altogether ! find that the importa- 
tion of English goods has not varied to any appreciable 
extent during the last two years. ‘The differential duty
